1 read this line In a reprint of 


a speech, "The Return to Feudal- 
Ism," which was delivered in St. 
Louis April 29 by Carrol M. Shanks, 
president of the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company of America. Being 
^something of a student of history 
myself I appreciated the parallel 
ho was drawing — and I went on 
With his text: 


"He (the common man) hadn't 


a worry in the world. His frater- 
nity had wardens at hand to pre- 
vent anyone 
from 
outproducing 


anyone else, making it easy for 
even the slowest to keep up. The 
prices he paid for things were fixed 
and any price adjustment was rp- 
^flected in wage adjustment; so 
he was, in effect, inflation-proof — 
although the non-fraternity mem- 
bers, 
like today's fixed-income 


group, were left to fend for them- 
selves. 


"Tho 
medieval- 
worker made 


enough to live on 12 months out 
of the year. He didn't have to work 
overtime or on Sundays, he had 
old age security, he had the. best 
available hospitalization. He had 
a pension plan, a profit-sharing 
(plan, and his union leaders were 
in a position to influence both the 
management and the government. 
The employer, or the lord of the 
manor .who owned the farms, was 
restrained by law from exploiting 
him, and often he was protected 
agffirist arrest and punishment. 


"Why, then, did this Utopia come 


to an end?" 


Mr. Shanks is giving a sardonic 


but. 
accurate report on what WR 


today call. The Dark Ages. In- 
credible as it may seem to politi- 
cal labor organizers and other 
pressure groups, both the aims 
and tools of the feudal organiza- 
tion were indentical with what we 
call "reforms" today. Labor was 
organized into fraternities, employ- 
ers were organized into guilds, 
and both got the government to 
fix prices and control production. 


It was ni-ce enoughvfor the mem- 


bers of the fraternities and . the 
'guilds — but tough on the rest of 
the population. > 


Why did this Utopia blow up? 


Mr. .Shanks says: 


"Personal ambition a,nd human 


dignity were written off as unes- 
sential, and in the end, these rose 
up to destroy the entire system. 
Further, many of the'benefits of 
the system were at the expense 
of those not in it." 


Speaker Shanks' best paragraph 


is this one:

"In the feudal Welfare. State 


wages were set by agreement be- 
tween the employers' guild and the 
fraternities. 
These 
agreements, 


which covered both hourly rates 
and rates for piece-work, 
were 


backed by law — so the business 
of having the government tied in- 
to collective bargaining is not new. 
either. A famous law of Richard 
II (England) included a thoroughly 
modern escalator clause, requiring 
that wages be set at six-month 
intervals with minimums appar- 
ently 
reflecting changes in the 


price of bread. The 
medieval 


worker 
also had portal-to-portal 


pay — with a vengeance. He dfl- 
manded and got a special travel 
allowance based upon mileage be- 
tween home and work." 


Mr. Shanks didn't say so in his 


speech but I can tell you for sure 
that this European Utopia was 
so horrible our ancestors ditched 
it and fled to America. The $W 
question is, if the curse that's fol- 
lowed us over from Europe can't 
be shaken off, \yhat land is left 
in the world for freemen to fle« 
to?

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Murry Declares 
Fight to End 
on Steel Issues 
Four Obstacles 
Blocking Peace, 
Politics Charged 


Pittsburgh, June 13 (/P) — Presi- 


dent Philip Murray of the striking 
CIO United Stcelworkers told 
his 


policy making aides 
today 
the 


union shop issue is only one of four 
obstacles holding up: settlement of 
the 12-day old steel strike. 


Murray, who also heads the un- 


ion's parent CIO, declared the steel 
wage-price dispute has become a 
political football. 


The silvery haired labor leader 


told a joint strategy session of the 
USW executive board and wage 
police committee: 


"I do not profess to know how 


long the struggle (strike) will last." 


He was given a rising ovation 


when he said it is his purpose to 
"carry out your mandate and the 
mandate of the last convention." 


He referred to a resolution adopt- 


ed at the union's convention last 
May which urged 
a 
settlement 


based on recommendations of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 


The WSB recommended 
a 26- 


cent hourly raise for steelworkers 
now earning an average of between 
$1.90 
and $2 an 
hour 
and also 


called for a union hop. 


In addition to the union shop, 


Murray listed these other 
issues 


as blocking a final settlement: 


1. The steel industry's insistence 


on a management clause in 
any 


new contract. Murray said such a 
clause, 
defining 
management's 


rights, would allow companies to 
launch speedups. 


2. The question of seniority. Mur- 


ray said U. S. Steel Corporation 
wanted all seniority questions re- 
solved to its satisfaction. 


3. Incentive'"pay. 
The 
labor 


chief declared U.S. Steel Corpora- 
tion also insted on its version of 
incentive. 


4. The union shop. Murray said 


the industry falsely gave out the 
impression that the union shop is 
the only issue. He called that "a 
plain unadulterated lie." 


But he discussed the union shop 


at great length and ridiculed state- 
ments of steel executives that their 
opposition is based on principle. He 
said they already had granted a 
union shop to 50 per cent of USW 
members.

Traces of rain 
were reported in Little Rock on 
May 28 and June 7.

Washington, June 13 (/P) — Neith- 


er .President Trurn'an nor the Pen- 
tagon appears willing to say wheth- 
er they-think Qen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur is violating Army regula- 
tions in agreeing to be the keynote 
speaker at the Republican national 
convention. 


Truman told his news conference 


yesterday he regards the keynote 
role as political, but as to whether 
he thought MacArthur should' re- 
tire from active duty before filling 
it, the President said that is the 
Army's problem. 


In answer to another question, 


Truman said he had not discussed 
the matter with Army officials, but 
if he is not satisfied with what they 
do he said he would call them 
down.
